The Trenton Committee for Unity and the Board of 
Education are to be commended highly for the direction 
in which they are moving in the abolition of racial dis- 
crimination in the public school system.

The Meat of the Matter 


Publisher James Kerney of the Trenton Times spoke 
well for the Committee for Unity when he said, by way of 
commending the Board of Education for taking steps to 
abolish Jim Crow in the school system: .

Mr. Kerney then notes that the new policy logically 
demands: the abolition of “segregated teacher personnel along 
with ‘the segregated individual school premise. 

“It is impossible,” he says, “to abolish segregation in 
part of the Lincoln, ‘School, The job must be done com- 
pletely.. Otherwise’ discrimination is still being practiced, 
and nothing but trouble can be anticipated: If true good 
is to be’aecomplished, the change. must be complete.”

Body odor is ‘a social handicap. 
Should the person recognize this 
condition, he must avoid close 


| contact with friends until he is 


able to remove this objectionable 
and obnoxious odor. Failure to do 
so is- likely to make even his 
closest friends shur him. This 
condition becomés a greater han- 
dicap if the victim is unaware. of 
the fault, An interesting fact about 
body odor from perspiration under 
the arms, or from the hair of the 
scalp, is that affected persons 
rarely recognize the odor although 
it is readily perceptible to others. 

Perspiration, and deterioration 
of a fatty substance from little 
glands in the skin, accounts for 
most body odors, It has been esti- 
mated that 3 to 4 cups of water 
pass through the skin daily. This 
amount ma ybe increased by ex~ 
ercise and emotion, with certain 
parts.perspiring more freely. than 
others. For example: It is well 
known. that when you are about 
to ask the. boss for a raise or 
propose to the. girl friend, the 
palms perspire freely. 

Attention to personal hygiene 
can relieve this excessive or odor- 
ur perspiration. Don't depend too 
much on the use of deodorants 
alone, for a disagreeable, scented 
perspiration, covered and mixed 
with a perfume, may givea new 
smell but willbe just as obnox- 
ious, A soap and water bath with 
a good rinse, which is compulsory: 
for the body, as well as the hair 
and scalp, is the best remedy. A 
bath. taken daily; or oftener if 
excessive perspiration occurs, is 
all-that is necessary to keep the 
skin of the body fresh. 

When excessive perspiration ‘is 
of purely ‘local origin,.fhe applica- 
tion of a 2512% solution of alum- 
inum ‘chloride is an effective pre- 
ventive. Light weight, silk and 
wool underwear should be worn 
in winter, and cotton or silk 
underwear in summer,

To main- 
tain properties in good repair, ‘o 
preserve their value. and ueful- 
ness requires the expenditure of

ceasing efforts of our mainten- 
ance employees. 

Those of us who have owned 
our own homes or other property 
realize the amount-of time, money 
and effort-required to take care 
of an individual’s home. Multiply 
this by 279, the number of dwell- 
ing units in Branch Village, and 
you will quickly envision the size 
of the job and the expense in- 
volved. 

From the tenant’s point of view, 
properly maintained buildings and 
equipment mean greater comfort 
and satisfaction in ‘living and pride 
in home and community. 

It is naturally assumed that 
every resident of our project is 
desirous of having the-benefits of 


‘good buildings’and clean and com- 


fortable homes: in a pleasing en- 
vironment.. Our local authority is 
deeply interested in meeting its 
responsibilities to achieve these 
things. Plans have been consum- 
matedfor re-converting our heat- 
ing plants from the use of coal to 
that of fuel oil which was the 
original set-up. 

Our landscaping areas will be 
graded, seeded and beautified, also 
the exterior surfaces of all build- 
ings will be painted: this, year. 

Inasmuch as the Housing Auth-

Miss Smith attended high 


school in Asbury Park, N. J. and 
was graduated from the Lincoln 
Training School for Nurses, the 
Bronx, N. Y., in 1932. She will 
study physical therapy at. New 
York University. 

In her application for a National 


Foundation scholarship, Miss 
Smith wrote; 
“I -want to return to: institu- 


ttional, work as a specialist to 
strengthen and improve the ex- 
perience I have acquired, I have 
chosen physical therapy because} 
of the greater service I can ren- 
der, hence I am responding to 
your call. To a nurse the great- 
est satisfaction in- the world} 
comes from doing something for 
others,” 

To qualify for National Foun- 
dation scholarships, | annlicants 
must be graduates of atéredited 
schools of nursin or of physical 
education. Otherwise, . they are 
required to have had at least two 
years of college study with credit 
for twelve semester unis in bio- 
logy and other basic sciences. 

The free training program of 
the National Foundation was in- 
augutated to help ease the na- 
tion's acute need for at least 
5,000- physical » therapists., The 
seriousness of the shortage was 
demonstrated last- year during 
widespread and severe epidemics 
of infantile paralysis. 

At present more than half of 
the physical therapists in the 
United States are in the armed 
forces where their work is indis- 
pensable in the rehabilitation of 
the wounded,
